For  the  remainder  of  the  night,  after

"Shocking,  however,  as  these  cases 
are,  both  are  outdone  by  the  aura  judi- 
cial murder  of  u  young  girl  at  Downie- 
vilie,  far  ap  in  the  mouutaias  of  Yuba 
county. 

She  was  a  Mexican  senorita,  with  all 
the  passions  and  frailties  which  attaci) 
iheniselvea  to  the  race.  One  day  she 
stabbed  a  man,  to  that  he  died  in  a  short 
tima.  Public  opinion  variet  at  to  the 
enormity  of  tha  crime.  Some  assert 
that  it  was  a  wanton  and  treacherous 
attack;  others  consider  it  to  have  been 
an  ordinary  murder,  under  circumstaii- 
;  ces  of  insuflif.  ien  I  lini  ro  11  side  table  pro- 
vocation; while  many  afiirm  that  tlie 
blow  was  struck  in  defence  of  her  per- 
son a<;ainsV  a  drunken  assault.  The 
better  opinion  is,  as  far  as  lean  learn, 
that  the  killing  was  unlawful,  but  un- 
der palliating  cireumatances.  It  is  of 
little  consequence  to  my  present  pur- 
pose, to  examine  into  the  degree  of 
crime.  1  am  merely  to  relate  how 
a  woman  waa  puniahed  by  unlatvful 
hands  in  thit  high  noon  of  tha  19th 
century.

Resolved,  Thai,  to  preserve  the  exist- 
ence, develope  ihe  principle,  and  to  estab- 
li.sh  iho  rights  of  mankind  under  every  form 
of  <:overninent  now  exisiinfr,  in  the  opu;!  'n 
of  this  meeting,  ihose  who  live  under  a 
form  of  government  which  they  piefrr.ahould 
not  imorfere  with  any  other  form  of  govern- 
ment uadtr  wkick  aay  atkar  peopk  may 
cktoat  to  live. 

Mfofvti,  Tkat  eack  nation  of  tho  oortk 
has  alone  the  right  to  alter  iui  own  exist- 
ing institutions,  and  to  rsubliah  su  h  form 
for  ihein.^'elvcs  as  the  naliaa  my  dttllkctt 
suited  lo  their  wants. 

Rtiohed,  That,  because  we  believe  that 
all  inatitution.s  of  government  are  or  ouuht 
to  be  the  result  of  the  free  choice  of  the 
people  whom  they  govern,  aa  tra  of  the 
opinion  that  the  people  ofone  nation  shooid 
not  seek  to  datsirmina,  for  any  other,  tha 
kind,  osoda,  or  measore  of  the  punishastnt 
to  ha  iaffcttd  on  citizens  or  subjects  for 
crimes  defoed  by  law,  and  pioliibited 
afaiuat  the  government  itseU^  at  agaiaat 
fellow-citizens  as  subjects. 

Rfnolxed,  Thai  while  public  opinion  in 
America,  enlightened  by  Chiistian  bensv- 
olence,  and  fostered  by  our  glorious  consti- 
tutions, declaring  that  ^'excessive  finea  shall 
not  be  imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  in- 
flicted," impeU  ua  to  hold  the  award  of 
justice  in  theshtathof  Mtrey,  wa  bring 
ao  charft  tfaiaal  tkaflavtnuaam  of  Eng. 
land  Ibr  tke  fdeffty  wTtk  which  the  Execu- 
tive carriea  into  effect  the  laws  of  the  legis. 
lative  power  of  that  country.  We  hold  to 
the  doctrine  that  to  be  obeyed  at  home,  or 
re.-»pected  abroad,  the  laws  of  every  country 
should  be  faithfully  extealtd  witktot kin- 
drance  or  molestation. 

Re'solved,  That  among  christian  na- 
tions, there  docs  and  ought  lo  exist  a  bond 
of  sympathy,  and  especially  ought  it  so  to 
ba  between  the  Unitad  Suiea  and  tha  Uni- 
itd  Ki^fdtm  af  Oveai  Britaia  aad  lialand. 
At  a  paopla  tha  former  is  descended  from 
the  latter.  Tbe  sympathy  is  as  between 
the  mother  and  the  child.  The  fraternity 
between  Americans  and  Englishmen  arises 
^'cfoy  tliesam.'  language^  laws,  liber  y^nd 
religion;  and  by  all  the  ties  of  a 
origin,  a  common  interest,  aad  a 
destiny  are  they  united. 

Resolved,    That,  owning  a  eomaoo 
brotherhood  in  every  d«y  of  hmaaaity.  we 
may,  wiihau  the. appearance  of  officious 
interteance,  or  censorious  complaint,  ex- 
preasaersvmpaihy  with  the  unhappy  sons 
of  Ireland,  who  BO  directed  ti.eir  love  to 
their  country  as  to  violtte  the  laws  of  their 
government,  and  thereby  brou.;ht  on  them- 
selves exile  from  their  native  land— we 
mean  Smiih  O'Brien,  Mitchell,  and  others 
engaged  in  the  late  rebellion  in  Ireland— 
and  respectfully  request  tbe  government  of 
the  United  States,  to  ask  of  tke  Queen  of 
England  to  extend  totkMlkar  Royal  par- 
don.   We  do  this,  bteaaae  wa  believe  that 
England  i.^  too  powerful  and  stable  to  be 
shaken  ot  injured  either  by  her  acts  of 
jiittica  or  mercy,  and  too  noble  to  be  re- 
vengeful; and  that  her  sovereignly  may 
now  be  perpetuated  as  certainly  by  grace, 
as  by  sufTeriiigs  and  punishments.

most buried  lake. 

The  walls  of  the  ancient  crater  were 
evcrysvhere  precipitous,  and  at  the  low- 
est point  probably  not  les.s  ll:an  five 
iiun  Ired  feel  in  height.  Exci  jit  at  the 
precise  spot  where  we  .'Jiood,  tlie  lake 
washed  the  clills.  wiiicii  went  down, 
sheer  down  into  the  unknown  depili.s. 
VVe  looked  up,  and  the  clouds  as  they 
swept  over  seemed  to  touch  the  trees 
wliicli  fringed  the  lofty  edges  of  the- 
precipice,  orer  which  the  vines  huus^ 
in  festoous. 

Upoa  the  rertloal  face  of  the  cliiT 
were  painted,  ia  bright  ted,  a  great  va- 
riety of  figures.  These  were  the  "pie- 
dras  piutidas  '  of  which  we  had  keard. 
Unfortunately,  however,  long  exposure 
had  obliterated  nearly  all  of  the  paint- 
ings; but  most  conspicuous  amongst 
ihusc  still  retaining  their  outlines  per- 
fect, or  n 'arly  so,  was  one  which,  to 
me,  had  jieculiar  interest  and  signifi- 
canct*.  Upon  the  tnost  prominent  part 
of  the  cliir,  some  forty  feet  above  our 
heads,  was  a  plumed,  or  feathered  ser- 
pent, called  by  the  Indians  '-el  Sol/' 
the  Sun;  amongst  the  semi-civilized 
nations  of  America,  from  Mexico  south- 
waid.  as  also  asMagst  aiaay  nations  of 
the  Old  World,  the  symbol,  beneath 
which  was  coacealed  the  profoundest 
significance.  Under  many  of  its  as- 
pects it  coincided  with  the  sun,  or  was 
the  «}in!n)l  of  ih--.  Supreme  Divinity 
of  ti.e  hcavhens,  of  which  the  sun  was 
one  of  ihe  most  obvious  Hmbleiiis.  In 
the  instance  of  the  painting  before  us, 
liic  plumed,  sacred  serpeiit  of  the  abo- 
rigines was  artfully  depicted  so  as  to 
MCt  our  view,  and  ill'  piiii  bvcume  combine  both  symbols  in  one.  The 
rough  and  crooked,  w hiding  amongst  i  figure  was  about  tiiree  feel  in  diameter 


wliile  tliey  grovad  the  parclied  corn  for 
the  always  welcome  cup  of  tislt.  And 
although,  when  we  came  «lo  leave,  they 
charged  us  full  ten  times  as  omch  for  it m 
Ihey  would  have  ssk^  their  own  coaa- 
tryinen,  yet  they  had  diftplafed  so  much 
alacrity  in  attending  to  our  wants  that 
we  sealed  the  payment  with  as  hearty 
a  "  mil  gracias,"  as  if  it  had  been  a  free 
oflTi'rin;!.

disrupted  rocks,  and  over  hroiid  beds  of 
lars.  The  Ut*er  extended  down  the 
•i(*«  of  the  ridge,  showing  that  aa- 
cieatty  there  existed  a  crater  somewhere 
above  us.  aow  coacealed  by  the  ernp- 
linns,  which  however,  must  have  taken 
place  many  centuries  ago,  fur  the  lava 
was  disintegrated  at  the  surface,  and 
afftfrded  a  luxuriant  foothold  for  vines, 
bushes,  and  trees.  Fjr  this  rejsun,  al- 
though we  knew  that  we  l<ail  aiiained 
«n  elevated  position,  wc  found  it  im- 
possible to  s-  e  1)  vond  the  evergreen 
arches  whidi  :  ut  a  jo  ve  US,  and  which 
the  rayii  of  t'lc  &uu  faUed  to  penetrate. 
Theasc>.>nt  was  steep,  and  our  progress 
alow— so  slow  that  a  troop  of  indig- 
aaat  moakies,  swinging  from  branch  to 
breach,  grimacing,  aad  threatening  ve- 
hemently,  was  able  to  keep  pace  with 
i:f  .  W  ',1  our  pistols  at  them,  and 
\v,i:,.>  :  il  l  ilifir  fi-''lin;',s  to  a  pilch  of 
t-xci 'f ■n ;  a;;';  i  ,  Iiumiliatin'^ly  like 
lae  ebiilii  ;i"iis  o:  humanity.  These 
amusing  deni/.pn.i  of  the  forest,  I  liave 
frequently  observed,  seem  ami 'y'-d  by 
the  presence  of  wiiile  men,  and  will 
fret  and  chatter  at  th^ir  approach, 
while  the  brown  natives  of  the  country 
Miay  paf-s  and  repass,  if  not  without  at- 
tracting tlu  ir  notice,  at  least  without 
prorokiug  their  anger. 

At  the  distance  of  about  two  leagues 
end  a  hnlf  (r.>:n  Minjgc.a,  we  reached 
what  apm-ar''d  to  be  a  bro.i  1,  bruken 
table  lu'.i  I,  ti)('  SLininiil  of  the  division 
r4Uge  intervening  beiwcen  the  lake  and 
ocean.  ^Vc  iiad  not  proceeded  far,  be 
fore  we  discovered  a  highcouical  peak, 
made  up  of  scoria:  and  ashes,  and  bare 
of  trees,  which  had  evidently  b>en 
formed  by  the  matter  thrown  out  from 
mtrnt  •eighboriag  rolcanic  vent,  liere 
oar  gaid«  taraed  aside  at  right  angles 
tu  our  path,  and  cleariag  the  way  with 
liis  machete,  in  a  few  miautes  led  us 
i  i  ih-  e  !-.-  ofth**  ancient  crater.  It  was 
b..  imni -use  oriiicc,  fully  hall  a  mile 
ttcro>s,  with  [ircci  iiitous  WuIUot  black 
an  I  riven  rocks;  at  llio  but  loin,  motion- 
ie»s  and  yellow,  like  a  plate  of  burn- 
ith*"  !  brass,  was  the  lake  Nihappa.  The 
wall  of  the  crater,  upon  t!ie  side  where 
we  stood,  was  higlfr  than  at  any  other 
point,  an.l  the  brain  almost  reeled  in 
looking  over  the  Acheronian  gnlf  be- 
low. Upoa  the  other  side,  the  guide 
atsaied  us  there  was  a  path  to  the  wa- 
ter, aad  there  too  were  the  rock  temple, 
aad  "los  piedids  pintadas."  So  we 
Crit  back  into  our  path  again,  and  skirt- 
iufc  along  the  base  of  the  cone  of 
Scoria:  tu  which  I  have  referred,  after  a 
briak  ride  ut  twenty  minutes,  came 
suddenly,  and  to  oar  surprise,  upon  a 
toliitlion  ol  huls  pertaining  lo  a  cat- 
tle estate.  Here  burst  upon  our  sight 
aa  almost  bonn Hess  view  of  mountain, 
lake,  and  for«'St.  Udiind  us  towered 
tWcoae  u  scorix,  covered  with  a  soft 
grrea  maaile  of  grass.  Upoa  oae  side 
yawaed  the  OKtiact  crater  with  iu 
wmveless  lake;  upon  the  other  were 
ridges  of  lava,  and  ragged  piles  of  trach- 
ytic  rock,  like  masses  of  iron;  while  in 
iront,  ia  the  foreground,  stood  the  piu- 
turehque  can'  lii.ts  el  i!ie  va<iueros, 
clustcied  round  wiili  tail  pnlms  nnd  the 
broad,  translucent  leaves  ot  ihc  plan- 
tain. But  beyond  all — hjvoud  the 
aiountain  slopes  and  billowy  hills, 
shrouded  with  never-fading  forests, 
among  w^hich,  like  ficecy  clouds  of 
white  aad  crimson  reilected  in  a  sea  of 
greea,  rose  the  tops  of  flowering  trees 
->beyoad  these  flashing  back  the  light 
of  the  moroiag  sua  from  iu  bosom, 
spread  out  the  Lake  of  Maaagua,  with 
its  fairy  islets  aad  distaat,  dreamy 
shores! 

We  left  our  horses  at  the  hu:s,  and 
followed  a  broad,  well-beaten  path 
which  i' d  to  til'-,  point  where  the  walls 
€»f  the  extinct  traterare  lowest.  Here 
we  found  a  narrow  path  brtweeii  the 
.'Ock$,  barely  v.  iae  tnough  to  admit  a 
horse  to  pass.  It  had  in  part  been  form- 
ed by  art,  probably  before  the  Conquest, 
when,  according  to  the  early  chronic- 
lers, ereu  these  hills  were  thronged  by 
a  happy  aad  iodustrious  people.  The 
dcsceat  for  a  few  hundred  feet  was 
very  Steep,  betweea  high  walls;  it  then 
turned  short,  and  ran  along  the  face  of 
the  cliff,  where  fallen  masses  of  rock  af- 
forded a  foothold,  and  clinging  trees 
curt.iined  witii  vint  s  cone,  a ;evl  ya wn - 
in"  ■'<'^;l.s  aril   i.  r  i   un~  ps,  which

Above  it,  and  amongst  so.me  confused 
lines  of  partially  obliterated  paintings, 
was  the  figure  of  a  human  hand  —  the 
red  band  which  hauated  Afr.  Stephens 
during  all  of  his  explorations  amongst 
the  mooumcnts  of  Yucatan — wnere  it 
was  the  symbol  of  the  divinity  of  Kab- 
ul, the  Author  of  Life,  and  God  of  the 
Working  Hand. 

Upon  some  rocks  a  little  to  the  right 
of  tlie  cliir,  upon  which  is  this  repre- 
sentation of  the  serpent,  there  were 
for.nerly  large  paintings  of  the  sun  and 
moon  together,  as  our  guide  said,  "con 
muchos  geruiificos,"  with  many  hiero- 
glyphics. But  the  section  upon  which 
they  were  painted  was  thrown  down 
during  the  grtat  earthquake  of  1838. — 
Partsof  the  figure  caa  yet  be  traced  up- 
on some  of  the  fallen  fragments.  Be- 
sides these  figures,  there  were  traces  of 
hundreds  of  others,  which,  however, 
could  not  be  satisfactorily  made  out. — 
Some,  we  could  discover,  had  Iven  of 
regular  outline,  an  I,  from  tlici r  re'.a t  i  vc 
po.siiions,  1  came  to  the  conclusion  limt 
a  certain  degree  of  dependence  had  ex- 
isted between  them.  One  in  particu- 
lar, attracted  my  attention,  not  lesi 
from  its  regularity  tlian  from  the  like- 
ness vvhicli  it  sustains  to  certain  figures 
in  the  paiuled  historical  and  ritual 
Maaascripts  of  Mexico. 

Upoa  varioas  detached  rocks,  lying 
next  to  the  water,  beneath  trailing 
vines,  or  but  half  concealed  above  fal- 
len debris  and  vegetable  accumulations, 
we-disco*  ered  nti;i!eru!js  other  outline 
figures,  some  exceedingly  rude,  rejire- 
senting  men  and  animals,  together  with 
many  impressions  of  the  liuman  hand. 

By  carefully  poi.-ing  myself  o  i  the 
very  edge  of  ttie  narrow  shelf  or  shore, 
I  could  discover,  beyond  an  advanced 
columa  of  rock,  the  entrance  to  the  so- 
called  cowk  tcsipls  of  the  ancient  In- 
dians. I  aaw  at  oace  that  it  was  noth- 
ing more  than  a  natural  niche  in  the 
clilT;  but  yet  to  settle  the  matter  con- 
clusively, 1  stripped,  and,  not  without 
some  re |iUL;na nee,  .-w.;in  out  in  -  .1- 
phurous  lake,  and  ar.nind  the  i  n  le r  >  •  ii - 
in^  rocks  to  the  front  ol  the  opening, 
it  was,  as  I  had  supposcil.  a  naturjl 
niche,  about  thirty  feet  high,  and  ten 
or  fifteen  feet  deep;  and,  seen  from  the 
opposite  cliiT,  no  doubt  ap|>cared  tu  the 
superstitious  Indians  like  the  portal  of 
a  temple.  The  paintings  of  which 
they  had  spoken  were  oaly  discolora. 
'ions  produced  by  the  fires  which  had 
once  flamed  up  from  the  abyss  udierc 
now  slumbered  tli<;  ai<[M>sing  element. 
Our  guide  told  us  that  there  were  many 
other  paintings  on  the  clilTs,  which  could 
only  bj  reached  by  meuus  ot  a  rafl  or 
boat.  The  next  day  M.  rclurin-d  with  a 
canoe  from  Managua;  it  was  got  down 
with  great  difficulty,  but  he  discovered 
uotliing  new  or  interesting. 

We  were  told  that  there  were  nliga- 
tois  in  this  lake,  but  we  saw  none, 
and  still  remain  sceptical  upon  that 
point,  uolwithstaudingthe  positive  a.-)- 
sertioos  of  the  vaqaeros.  That  it  a- 
bounded  ia  flsh,  however,  we  could  not 
fdil  to  discover,  for  they  swsrspedalong 
the  edge  of  the  water,  and  at  the  foot 
of  the  clifTs.  This  lake  was,  no  doubt, 
anciently  held  in  high  veneration  by 
the  Indians;  it  is  s.i.l  regarded  wiili  a 
degree  of  superstitious  lear  by  tli'-ir 
descendants.  Our  guide  told  us  of 
evil  demons  who  dwelt  within  its 
depths,  and  w!io  vcngefully  draggcil 
down  the  swimmers  who  ventured  out 
upon  its  gloomy  waters.  It  was  easy 
to  imagiuc  that  here  the  aboriginal  de- 
votes had  made  sacrifices  to  their 
raoun tain  gods,  the  divinities  who  pre- 
sided over  the  iateinal  fires  of  the  earth, 
or  ruled  the  waters.  Tiiis  h^ll'-bu- 
ried  lake,  with  no  perceptible  opening, 
situated  amidst  once  melted  rocks,  on 
the  summit  of  a  mountain,  with  all  of 
its  acc<-ssories  of  dread  and  mystery, 
was  well  calculated  to  rouse  tiie  su- 
jK-rttitious  fears  and  secure  the  awt  of  a 
j)cople  disiinguislied  above  all  others 
for  a  gloomy  fancy,  which  invested 
nearly  all  of  its  creations,  whose  most 
acceptable  sacrifices  were  palpitating 
hearts,  torn  from  the  breasts  of  human 
victims. 

It  was  past  noon  before  we  bad  fin- 
ished oar  investigations  at  the  lake, 
and  we  returned  to  the  huts  of  the  va- 
queros  weary,  hot  and  hungry.  The 
wOiTien  swung  hammocks  for  us  in 
the  shade,  and  we  laid  down  in  loxuri- 


the  sinking  of  the  earth.  It  was  a 
glo(Hny-louking  place,  with  a  greenish 
yellow  pool  at  the  bottom,  the  water 
of  which,  our  guide  said,  was  salt  and 
bitter.  The  sides  were  sisep,  and 
covered  with  tangled  vines  and  bushes, 
and  we  did  not  attempt  to  descend. 

There  are  other  lakes,  with  musical 
Indian  names  in  the  vicinity  of  Mana- 
gua, which  closely  resemble  t!mt  of 
Niliapa.and  owe  their  origin  to  f-imllnr 
causes.  One  of  these  occurs  within  a 
mile  of  the  town,  and  is  a  favorite  re- 
sort of  the  "  lavadoras,  "  or  wash-wo- 
man. It  is  reached  by  numerous 
paths,  some  broad  and  bordered  with 
cactus  hedges,  and  others  winding 
through  green  coverts,  where  the  stran- 
ger often  comes  suddenly  upon  the  star- 
tled Indian  ^ir4,  whose  unshod  feet  have 
worn  the  hard  earth  smooth,  and  whose 
liauds  have  trained  the  vines  into  fes- 
tooned arches  above  his  bead.  There 
is  but  one  descent  to  this  lake  ;  which, 
in  the  course  of  Hges,  has  been  made 
broad  and  comparatively  easy.  The 
shore  is  lined  with  large  trees  of  mag- 
nificent foliage,  beneath  the  .slintlows 
of  whicii  the  "  lavadoras  "  carry  on 
their  ne ver-cn  I i n lt  operations.  The 
water  is  cool  a  iia  .iinpid;  and  the  lake 
i  tsel f  resem bles  so m i  m mense  fountain , 
where  bright  streams  might  have  their 
birth  rather  thiin  a  fathomless,  volca- 
nic lake.  So  well  has  nature  conceal- 
ed beneath  a  robe  of  trees,  and  vines, 
and  flowers,  the  evidences  of  ancient 
convulsions,  rocks  riven  by  earth- 
quakes, or  melted  by  flres  from  the  in- 
caudescent depths  of  the  earth.

saw  Sears  (previous  to  meeting  him  in 
Boston,  last  week)  he  had  his  "  side 
show"  wilh  Dr.  Spalding's  Appoloni- 
!  on  Circus  company,  at  Jiynn  ;  he  had. 
iTolien  about  us  nnny  of  tlie  mob  into

oj  miu  Ii  versatile  talent,  in  a  solid 
body,  m.ide  an  iinpressio.i  upon  us,  to 
use  the  words  of  dinner  table  aud  stage 
orators,  "time  itself  it  can  never  ef- 
face."   But  to  our  story. 

During  the  jubilee  week,  in  Boston 
the  town  wis  beset  with  sliowmen. — 
Kvery  thing,  frJiu  I'arodi  and  her  hairy 
troupe,down  to  the  Ethiopian  minstrels 
fat  boys,  giants,  spiritual  rappers,  wire 
dancers,  jugglers,  Shaksperian  readers 
and — Sears,  with  a  pair  of  Ourang  Ou- 
tangs ! 

The  Montgomery  House,  formerly 
the  old  iiiu.seum,  (upon  which  the  own- 
er spent  enough  to  build  lour  first  rate 
hotels,  and  in  spile  of  all  —  the  hou.se 
wa.i  a  gauily  failure,)  was  deserted  and 
shut  up,  until  the  Boston  Jubilee  so 
crowded  our  city  as  to  make  specula- 
tions ia  cockloft  and  airy  lodgings,  a 
matter  of  most  engaging  interest ;  and 
then  the  Montgomery  was  opened  for  a 
lodging  house.
